90 Years of Continuous Service 


Divinely granted under the blessings of God, 
Olivet A. M. E. Church v/as organized in the 
year 1870 by the Rev. J. Bundy, who became 
its first pastor. 

The first trustees were Farrow Powell, James 
Jackson, and James Hurst, who purchased the 
site on which the present building now stands, 
in 1871. This organization became a legal en¬ 
tity by articles of association as required by the 
discipline of the African Methodist Episcopal 
Church. 

Shortly thereafter the first building was 
erected. In the meantime the congregation wor¬ 


shipped in the old Lafayette School, now de¬ 
molished. 

The present building was erected in 1916- 
1917, during the administration of the late Rev. 
C. Emery Allen, and was dedicated September 
9, 1917, during the session of the Michigan 
Annual Conference, presided by the lamented 
Right Rev. C. S. Smith, then Bishop of the Fourth 
Episcopal District. 

Since its inception Olivet Church has directed 
its program of activities toward the religious and 
social improvement of local Negro residents. 
For many years after its founding it was the only 
center for their social, civic and religious life.
